ANSWERING REQUEST REF A. 

2. ALLIED KOMMANDATURA APPROVED EXTENSION TO BERLIN 
OF FRG-BRAZIL NUCLEAR AGREEMENT IN AUGUST 1975. 

NO SPECIFIC RESERVATIONS WERE MADE IN CONNECTION 
WITH THIS EXTENSION BECAUSE KOMMANDATURA FELT 
AGREEMENT WAS SUFFICIENTLY COVERED BY BK/0(74)1 1, 

A GENERAL BK/O WHICH EXPLAINED THAT "EVEN IN THOSE 
CASES WHERE NO RESERVATIONS ARE LAID DOWN EXPRESSLY 
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DO NOT AFFECT THE RIGHTS AND RESPONSIBILITIES OF THE 
ALLIES OR ALLIED LEGISLATION." BK/0(74)11 
NOTED SPECIFICALLY THAT NUMBER OF RESTRICTIONS ON 
NUCLEAR ENERGY AND NUCLEAR RESEARCH ARE INCLUDED 
AMONG SUCH ALLIED LEGISLATION. 

3. NON-PROLIFERATION TREATY AND TRILATERAL AGREE- 
MENT OF APRIL 5, 1973 IMPLEMENTING ARTICLE 3, 

PARAGRAPH 1, AND ARTICLE 4 OF NPT BETWEEN FRG 
BELGIUM. DENMARK, IRELAND, ITALY, LUXEMBOURG AND 
NETHERLANDS, FOR FIRST PART, EUROPEAN ATOMIC 
ENERGY COMMUNITY FOR SECOND PART, AND IAEA FOR THIRD 
PART WERE APPROVED JOINTLY FOR EXTENSION BY KOM- 
MANDATURA WITH ISSUANCE OF BK/L(73)24 OF JULY 18, 

1973. THAT BK/L PROVIDED THAT W ALLIES HAD NO 
OBJECTION TO EXTENSION OF BOTH AGREEMENTS "THE 
EXTENSION OF THESE TWO AGREEMENTS DOES NOT IN ANY 
WAY AFFECT ALLIED RIGHTS AND RESPONSIBILITIES. NOR 
IS ALLIED LEGISLATION AFFECTED. IN PARTICULAR BK/0(61) 

18, AS AMENDED BY BK/0(67)6, BK/0(72)8 AND THE 
PROVISIONS OF ALLIED CONTROL COUNCIL LAW NO. 43, 

WHICH PROVIDE EVEN MORE EXTENSIVE CONTROL OF NUCLEAR 
ACTIVITIES THAN IS ENVISAGED IN THE AGREEMENTS." 
KOMMANDATURA ALSO RESERVES "ITS RIGHT TO DETERMINE 
WHICH AUTHORITIES MAY SPEAK OR ACT FOR BERLIN IN ANY 
SPECIFIC MATTER ARISING UNDER THE AGREEMENTS." 

4. QUICK REVIEW OF DRAFT FRG BRAZIL-IAEA AGREEMENT 

REF B SUGGESTS THAT KOMMANDATURA WOULD PROBABLY WISH 
TO ISSUE BK/L MAKING REFERENCE TO BK/L(73)24 BUT 
WOULD OTHERWISE RAISE NO OBJECTION TO EXTENSION 
TO BF.RT IN. GEORGE 
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
